Whilſt 
they had made themſelves drunk with theit 
muddy fireams, He dire&ted them to the Founs 
tain,todrink themſelves into ſobriety, They inſ1- 
ſed alcogether on the Moſaical Diſpenſetion,Bur 
He endeavour'd to reform them by the moſt 
Primitive Inflitution. They alledged a (uſtom, 


but He a Law, They a Permiſ$:on,and that from - 


Moſes , But He a Precept, and that from God. 
They did reckon from afar «ff, But not, as He, 
fromthe Beginning. 

In that one Queſtion of the Phariſees, x YVYhy 
did Moſes command us to give ber a writing of 
Divorce , and to put her away * they put a Fals: 
lacy upon Chriſt , call'd- Plurinm Interrogatios 
num, For Moſes onely permitted them to put her 
awayzbut commanded them( if they did) to give 
ber a writing of Divorce. And accordinglythcir 
Fallacy is deteted by Chriſt in his Anſwer to 
them. Moſes (did notcommand , but meerly ) 


- *%ſufferd you in your Cuſtom of making un+ 


juſtifiable Divorcements , 'Enirwlo., he per- 
mitted, that isto ſay , he did not puniſh.it; not 
allowing it as good, bur winking at it as the leſſer 
of two great evils, He ſufferd it to be ſaſe

Not for the ſoftneſs of your beads, 
which made you ignorant of your Duties, but 
far the bardneſs of yqur hearts, which made you 
reſolute not to do them : you were ſo barbas 
rous and bratiſh upon every ſlight Cauſe, ( or 
Occaſion rather,) thatif you might nor put ber 
a'bay, you would ſe her worſe. You . would 
manyrtimes beat,and ſometimes murder,ſome- 
times bury her alive , by bringing another into 
her Bed. So that the Liberty of Divorce, how- 
ever a p0yſon in it ſelf, was ( through the hard- 
neſs of your bearts ) permitted to you for an An-

And this has ever been the Rale (I mean 
the warrantable Rule } whereby to improve ar 
reform a Church. When E/dras was intent 
on the re-building of the:Tymple;ho ſent nog to 
Epheſus, much lels ro Rome; he did 'nat imi- 
rate Diana's Temple , por enquire jnto the 
Rituals of Numa Pompilizs, but had recourſe 


' for a Temple, to that of Sylomon,- and for a 


Ritual, to that of M1/es, as having both been 
preſcribed by God himſelf And yer we know 
the Prophet Faggai made the people Reep 
their Foy in a ſhowre of Tears, by re elenung 
how much the Copy had faln ſhort of the Origtie 
nal. The holy Prophets in the Old Teſtament, 
ſhewing the way co a Reformation, advis'd the 
Princes and the people to 44ke ofter the old 
paths, and walkthertin, as being the onely 200d 
way for the finding of reſt unto their ſoules, Jer, 
6. 16, The Prophet T/aiab ſought to regulate 
what was amiſſe amongſt the Fewes, by bid- 
ding them have recourſe unto the Law and the 
Teſtimony: {hould not a people ſeek unto their God ? 
If any ſpeak mit according to this word it is becguſe 
there is no light int) em, Wa. 8.19, 20, And ac» 
cordingly their Aings, who took a care to re- 


form abuſes, are inthis ſolemn ſtyle commen-
